Judge Cox thinks the Prisoner has 


Talked Enough, and Will Not 


allow Him to Address 


the Jury

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The lirsfc

•esterday. Mr. Reed made the best 
e could, probably, of a bad case.

In the Court Koom. 


WASHINGTON, January 15.—Gniteau 
pened the proceedings yesterday 
ith the following: "I received 30 
hecks yesterday representing about 
15,000. Some of them I suppose 
re worthless and many are no doubt 
jood. I don't want any one to send 
ie worthless checks. I do my own 
ranking business and so my cheeks 
hould be made out to my order, 
.ny one who desires to send me 
noney can do so, but I don't want 
ny worthless checks." 
Scoville addressed the court, stat 


ng he desired to know whether the 
insoner would be allowed to speak 
n his own defence. If the court 
jroposed to accord him that privi- 
ege both he (Scoville) and Reed 
rould prefer "that he should speak 
irst. 
Guiteau: "I want to be heard on 
hat question, you know. I want to 
lose the arguments for the defence. 


wouldn't trust my case in the 


lands of the best lawyers in Amer 
ca.'f 


Judge Cox: ''I should loth in e 


japital case to deny any man the 
iroper opportunity to be heard, even 
f he is represented by counsel, but 
n this case it is safe to assume that 
he prisoner will abuse' the privilege, 
as he has done all through the trial, 
ind that what he would say would be 
lighly improper to go before the 
ury. 
I therefore deny him the 


mvilege. As I said yesterday, how- 
iver, if his counsel desire to reac 
torn his manuscript anything which 
hey may deem proper to lay before 
the jury, they can do so. 


Reed then arose to address the 


jury on behalf of the prisoner. He 
commenced paying a compliment to 
she jury for the seriousness, solemn! 
ty and care which characterized ii 
during this long trial—a trial unpar- 
alleled in the history of crimina 
jurisprudence. He should not make 
any statement of the evidence o 
draw a gilded picture of any scene 
but he should simply talk with them 
as with neighbors. 


Before Reed had .been speaking 


half an hour the prisoner began U 
comment and contradict. Contrasl 
ing the mercy of the Saviour toward 
those afflicted with devils (insane 
with the demands of the prosecution 
in his case, Reed said they say "hang 
him." 
"Guiteau shouted, "And the Ameri- 


can people say let him go. The 
American people are on my side, 
Reed; now go on with your speech/' 


Soon after the speaker had occa- 


sion to allude to the evidence of 3. 
W. Guitean, when the prisoner again 
interrupted and called out (dispara 
gingly), "Well, he ain't my reference; 
I've got letter men than he is for my 
reference." 
Reed commented upon the incident 


related by several witnesses, when 
Guiteau struck his father at the sup- 
per-table, Guiteau called out vehe 
mently, '-That wasn't true; 1 never 
struck him; never intended to strike 
him. 
I don't tight anyone. I am 


a peaceable man. If I don't like any 
one I tell them so, and tell them to 
get out of the way, and that settles 
them." 
"This act," continued the speaker, 
was the first indication of his in- 
sanity. He denies it: probably he 
don't remember it." 
Guiteau (sneerinKl'y): 
'-That is 


owing to my poor weak mind and dis- 
ordered intellect." 


Reed continued: "It does not re- 


quire an expert to pronounce him in- 
sane. You nave seen him day after 
Jay shuffling in before you; you 
iiave seen that strange, unatural look 
of his eyes, and it requires no expert 
io convince you that this in not the 
appearance of a sane man. 


Continuing in this strain, the 


speaker said: "In my opinion, if this 
poor creature is sent to an asylum he 
will die a driveling idiot within six 
nonths." 
Gniteau had been quietly listening, 


with elbows upon the rail of the dock 
and his chin upon his hands, his back 
)eing turned to the audience and his 
attention apparently fixed upon sorne- 
hing in the street. 
This startling prediction amused 


lim considerably. Turning around, 
ie looked over in the direction of the 
speaker and enjoyed a quiet laugh 
"or some seconds. 


"These experts,," Haid the speaker, 


'do not swear to a fact, for none but 
he Deity can know what there is in 
he brain of man. They swear only 
o opinion, and you have a notable 
nstance of how far from the facts the 
jpinions of the most learned doctors 
nay lead in the sad case of the late 
president. 
We had bulletins every 


;ay giving his condition; we had an- 
louncement that the probe had been 
nserted twelve inches into the wound 
nd yet the wound really led in an 
xactly opposite diiection. 
I say it 


would be a shame to send this man to 
lie gallows upon tho opinion of doc- 
ors." 


Referring to the difficulty exper- 


enced by the defence in securing 
witnesses, Col. Reed said: "You can 
[ever know, gentlemah, how hard it 
as been to get people to come here 
nd tell what they know. 
They 


.ould rather listen to the cry of "cm 
ify him!" than come here and tell 
what they knew to save this poor man 
rom the gallows and the govern 
ment from the disgrace of executing 
,n insane man." 
Guiteau interrupted in loud tones: 
The government don't want me to be 
onvicted; Gen. Arthur don't want 
me to be convicted, and I ain't going 
» bo, probably." 


Reed went on at some length with 
he argument to demonstrate the in- 
anity of the prisoner. 
His father 


was, 'he maintained, insane on relig- 
ous subjects and forced him into that 
•estibule of hell, the Oneida commun- 
ty. 
Before that he had led a pure 


ife and his father had convinced him 
ie would go to hell unless he became 
a member of the Oneida community 
and he went there to save his soul. 


Guiteau abruptly said: "When I 


oot there I got into hell and did not 
Jet out for six years." 


In eonslusion Reed said: "Gen- 


tlemen of the jury, you all said when 
rou were sworn that you will be gov- 
irned by the evidence, and stand up 
10 it without regard to the effect it 
might have upon you and your busi- 
ness. I adjure you to keep th at oath; 
!alter not in the performance of the 
duty which shall save you and this 
'air land from eternal disgrace.

How Salmon Arc Ca«Rl«t. 


Salmon are caught by what is called 


"the fishing wheel." This device con- 
sists of a jetty of rocks built out from a 
point on the shore of the river, outside 


£ which is a planked sluiceway, in 
which an undershot wheel with large 
ank buckets revolves. The sluiceway 
was built when the river was at its 
owest stage o£ water, and the wheel is 
hung so that it can be raised or lowered, 
as may be desired, according to stage of 
water. 


The instinct of the salmon is to run up 


the river alongside of the tanks instead 
of mid-channel. By this the fi*-h can 
take advantage of the eddies below 
jutting points of land. On these pro-
